HE inevitable morning. stroll in the 
Bois de Boulogne must be taken before 
all else. In the Allée des Acacias, the 

charming silhouette of the Parisienne is seen 
to its best advantage. 

Some delightful creatures bravely expose 
themselves to the winter winds in flimsy- 
looking coat-frocks or tailor-made suite. 
Pretty ankles that are blue with. cold under 
an absurd haze of stocking, are amusingly 
at variance with the time of the year and the 
weather. But, for all that, the dainty things 
of Spring- Aime are making a precocious ap- 
pearance, and if one penetrates far enough 
into the. Bois, there are many spots where 
bluebells can be found, and a few in which 
the violets and primrose plants are wakeful. 

Even the streets and boulevards are taking 
on a spring-like air, The florists have a 
magnificent show of flowers. Great bunches 
of mimosa—it is mjmosa time in the Riviera, 
you know—gorgeous bouquets tied with bril- 
liant yellow satin ribbon. These fragrant 
blooms are a delight to the Parisienne. 


Standardising Evening Dress. 

Mimosa is very fashionable just now, both 
for corsage bouquets and table decorations, 
and some women even have @ tiny bunch of 
these fluffy little yellow balls in the lapels 
of their tailor-suits.. There are immense bou- 
quets of Varma violets sold for 50 fr, a bunch, 
there are baskets of great pink lilies and 
snow-white rose, usually veiled in white, pink 
or azure tulle. There are cheerful marigolds 
and delicate narcissi in profusion everywhere, 
Flowers and flowers, and again flowers ! 

It has been noticed, in recent events of the 
social life of Paris, that evening dress has 
been crystallising into a standard type, an 
enroulement of some supple material, which is 
so far ahead of all other gowns in popularity 
that it might well be called the evening 
fashion of the Parisienne. Noticed, also, is the 
fact that a definite morning fashion has also 
crystallised, consisting of a short-coated, 
simple-skirted tailleur, differently interpreted 
as to details, but recognised as belonging to 
the same sartorial family. 

Perhaps, the days. of individualism in 
fashions are waning. It remains to be seen 
whether this type will be universally accepted 
at the February ‘‘openings.’’

C yclamen pink is favoured, 
and this colour is often combined with nattier- 
blue. .The rose shades, including coral and 
flame, are well liked. These definite shades. 
though, are secondary to the more neutral 
tones. One must wait for the evening gowns 
to make their appearance in the February 
“ Openings,” before the fall triumph of colour 
bursts into view. 

A French friend wrote to me quite touch- 
ingly on the great hat question the other day. 
She is at Monte Carlo, and I had asked her 
to give me some details of what smart women 
are wearing on the blue shores of the Mediter- 
ranean, 

“ Dear Madame le Mode,”” she said, “can't

OLD BRASS,COPPER,AND PEWTER

AVE you ever attended an auction gale 
H of old furniture and household goods 
in thé country? If you have, you have 
doubtless been impressed with the display of 
emotion shown by all sorts and conditions of 
folks as their goods are sold or as they buy a 
long-coveted article they had really never 
hoped to possess. It is not-only the human in- 
terest which claims attention at these country- 
side sales; one often is lucky enough to come 
across a real “ffind.” Admittedly, these 
“finds ” are getting more rare as the rustic 
realises the value of his old pieces of brass, 
copper and pewter, and the collector and 
dealer have too often made a thorough search 
of out-of-the-way villages where lovely old 
pieces used to be so plentiful. 

It is curious how one wonders about the odd 
trifles that occasionaly find their way to the 
various salerooms, and at first a piece is 
bought here and there just for the joy of pos- 
session, but later comes the desire to know 
what such and such an object was originally 
used for, and so one finds oneself delving into 
old books on copper and pewter, 

Brass, an alloy of copper and zinc, was 
made from the end of uhe sixteenth century 
onwards for the manufacture of well-buckets, 
weights and measures of all kinds.

Pewter is, of course, one of Britain’s oldest 
manufactures, and is noted all over Europe for 
its superior excellence—a fact which is largely 
due to the Cornish tin and copper. 

Pewter vessels have a uliar fascination 
all their own, due, I think, to the practical 
Fón fo which they can be put and to the 

t that their intrinsic value is not great. At 
one time or another almost every article used 
in serving food or drink has been mannfac- 
tured in pewter, as well as innumerable church 
vessels, 

I saw a most interesting film the other day 
showing how pewter is made, and was some- 
what surprised to find that it is manufactured 
in practically the same way 48 it was bundreds 
of years ago. 

did pewter has always @ certain value from 
a collector's point of view, but it is very easy 
to be deceived over a piece of pewter, and it 
behoves the amateur to bay warily.

SEVERAL HOUSES BURNED. 


NARROW ESCAPE OF 
14 HORSES, .

Two more fine Tipperary mansions have 
been burned by armed men—Rochestown 
House, the home of Major Wise, near Ard- 
finnan, and Woodrooffe, the ancestral home of 
‘Major Perry, a large \andholder and the repre- 
sentative of a family long associated with the 
life of South Tipperary. 

Major Perry is a well-known sporteman, 
has been Master of the Clonmel Harriers and 
the Tipperary Foxhounds, and is one of the 
chief supporters of the Clonme! Horse Show. 
He was sitting in his smoking-room on Wed- 
nesday evening, when his daughter ran in, 
saying that the stables were on fire. On going 
out found the hay-lofte over the stables 
ablaze. There were fourteen horses in the 
stables, and these were -gót out by Major 
Perry, Mrs. Perry and Miss Perry; but one 
was injured. It was impossible to save the 
stables. 

Major Perry and his family re-entered their 
house. A short time afterwards Major Perry 
was told the top of the house was on fire. 
Going out, he saw four men, with blackened 
faces, on the stairs. He asked what Me 4 were 
doing, and was told that “he would damned 
soon know.” 

It seems that after firing the stables the men 
got into the house, and going up stairs 
sprinkled the top rooms with petrol and 
started a fire which soon gutted the whole 
house. Some things in the rooms on the ground 
floor were saved at mugp risk, but the rest of 
the house was destroye® 

The incendiaries also burned a large rick of 
hay not far from the house. 

Major Berry left the place next day. 

The motive for the burning is not known. 
Major Perry is a relative of Senator Jobn 
Bagwel!, whose house was burned some time 
agu. j 
The burnings have caused great indignation 
in the district. Jt is said that Major Perry 
will claim £100,000 compensation. He has 
already lodged a claim for £70,000 in connec- 
tion with the seizure of his house and land 
by armed men last year. 

' TWO MORE HOUSES. 

The residence of Mr. Ladiow M. Jones, at 
Knocknatree, on the ontskirts of ough. 
jordan, has been burned to the ground. It 
was a fine house, surrounded by nicely-wooded 
country. The owner, Mr. Jones, is a well- 
known land agent. No reason is assigned for 
the burning. 

Rapla House, near Nenagh, an extensive 
residence, the property of Mr F. R. Maloney, 
has also been burned down. A dance was in 
progress, and during the night the building 
was visited and surrounded by armed men. 
They compelled the men at the dance to assist 
in bringing in straw, which was placed in 
several rooms and after a short time set alight. 
The whole building was soon involved, and in 
& few hours it had burnt itself out. No 
reason has been given for the destruction of

In the present mood of golfing opinion (cor 
tinues Captain Carter) the Royal and Ancient 
should certainly give no cause for criticism, and

to nothing. Meanwhile the California gold 
rush and the hardships of the journey 
round the Horn raised the question of a 
railway across the Isthmus, which, for the 
time being, left the canal problem in 
abeyance. Many more surveys, however, 
were made, and the possible routes for a 
canal were reduced to 
two—the Panama and Nicaraguan routes. 

Only after the Suez Canal had been 
successfully completed in 1869 did the 
Panama Canal become the subject of 
practical efforts. Of the unfortunate 
Ferdinand de Lesseps, his scandalously 
mismanaged companies and their fate 
at. the hands of the French politicians 
of the day much has been written, 
Suffice it to say that the work was 
carried on for ten years (1879-1889), 
the sum of fifty million pounds was 
spent, and twelve miles of canal were 
dug wholly or in part. Knowing what we 
know to-day, it is pretty evident that, 
with the best management in the. world, 
de Lesseps could not have succeeded in 
his undertaking. The malarial mosquito 
alone would have defeated it. The 
liquidator of the First French Company 
having secured various extensions of time 
from the Colombian Government, a second 
company was formed in 1894 to take over 
the assets of the old company, including 
most of the shares in the Panama railway. 
A few more million cubic yards were 
excavated and two or three thousand men 


employed. Work was thus being con- 


tinued in 'a desultory way when the United 
States came on the scene. When de Lesseps 
began the work the canal was contem- 
plated as a sea level canal; but the diffi- 


| culty. of taking care of the flood Waters. of. 


the Chagres River and the enormous addi- 
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| tional excavation required at Culebra 


caused the plans to be changed in favour 
of a lock canal. This type was recom- 
mended by the Guillemain Commission in 
1890, and on its recommendation the second 
French Company was formed. 

When the American Government bought 
out the second French Company it was 
advised by two Commissions—one Ameri- 
can, the other composed of engineers of 
different countries. The former recom- 
mended that the Panama project be 
finished ; the international experts recom- 
mended the slower- and more expensive, 
but also less problematical, Nicaragua 
route. These are the gentlemen who, if 
any of them were still alive, would now 
be. able to say, “We told you so.” Only 
when the Panama Canal was completed 
and opened was it discovered that i could 
not be a success. It runs through part of 
its between high hills, and the 
weight of these presses up the floor of the 
canal and necessitates continual re- 
excavation. That is the United 
States Gavernment is now planning to 
revert to its old leve, the Nicaraguan 
canal. It was first considered in 1876, 
and in 1884 a treaty with Nicaragua was 
made under which the United States was 
to. build the canal, and the two Gavern- 
ments were to manage if. jointir, Congress 
did net, ratify this treaty, and five years 
later a private company was formed in the 
United States to proceed with the enter- 
prise. A little work, was done, and the 
company. went info bankruptcy in 1893. 
Six years later the Isthmian Cana] Com- 
mission was formed, and reporte] on the 
possibilities of the Nicaragua canal, as 
opposed to the Panama route. It recom- 
mended the Nicaragua route; but its 
recommendatious were not followed, the 
United States subsequently adopting the 
Panama-Colon route. Now the Nicaraguan 
project is being revived. New estimates of 
cost are to he made, and it is quite 
probable that the United States Govern- 
ment will really ask Congress to sanction 
the scheme before many months are out.

Scienté,” that pnce moved ‘with halting 
foot, now advances rapid. strides, 
and the marvel of to-day becomes the 
common-place of to-morrow. Such a 
common-place is the “ X-ray,’” as it is 
called to-day. There are few who have 
not seen an “X-ray’’ photograph of some 
sort, and not’ a few who have paid 
absurdly large sums for “ X-ray pictures 
of their own imperfect anatomies. As 
compared with some of the more recent 
discoveries of science, the principle on 
which the “X-ray’’ works is quite 
generally understood, and it has taken 
its definite and permanent place in the 
disease fighters’ armoury. It comes to us, 
therefore, as something of a shock to read 
+ that the-discoverer of the“ X-ray,’* Pro- 
fessor Wilhelm von Réntgen,* has just 
died at his home in Munich at the ripe 
age of seventy-eight. Twenty-eight years 
have elapsed sincé the Réntgen-rays, as 
they were then called, were discovered by 
this great German man ol science. Like 
most of his kind Réntgen made no effort 
to turn his discovery to his own profit, 
and refused to a¢cept any reward... He 
was content to leave the development of 
his discovery to others, who guessed the 
immense value it must have in the domain 
of medicine, At the time of his great dis- 
covery Réntgen was Director of the 
Physical Institute at Wurtzburg Univer- 
sity. Previously be had taught at Strass- 
burg, Hohenheim, and Giessen. He will 
be known to posterity as a student who 
made a great discovery—almost by 
accident—rather than as a great man of 
science ; and as a model scientist, patient, 
unambitious, seeking no rewards, and 
content with science for its own sake, 
posterity will honour him.

Ireland versus England. 


Lovers: of Rugby football in Ireland 
have been disappointed, but in no way 
discouraged, by the heavy defeat of the 
Irish XV. by England on Saturday. The 
team: which went to Leicester was 
composed mainly of young men, many of 
whom were new to international] football ; 
and, if they were unable to overcome the 
experience and the brilliance of their 
English opponents, they gave a good 
account of themselves and played the 
game, as it should be played, for the 
game's sake, The English team is one of 
the best combinations that has taken the 
field for many years. In Lieutenant-Com- 
mander W. J. A. Davies and Lieutenant 
Kershaw it possesses probably the best 
pair of half-backs that ever played foot- 
ball, while its forwards are giants of the 
game. Ireland lost on Saturday because 
her forwards had neither the weight nor 
the experience of the English pack. She 
may lose again before the end of the 
season, but her representatives may be 
trusted to uphold: the best: traditions of 
Irish Rugby, and to go down, if they do 
go down, with their flag flying. The game 
in Ireland has not yet recovered from the 
havoc of the Great War. A few great 
veterans like Mr. Crawford, whose per- 
formance at Leicester was a triumph of 
spirit over years, are leit to us, but we 
have not the resources in man-power of 
any of our rivals. and must wait until] the 
lean years roll away before we can hope 
to emulate the victories of those epacious 
days when the Ryans, the Gwynns, .the 
Magees, and the Maclears were making 
Rugby history.

DEATH OF RIGHT 
HON. R. R. CHERRY, 


FORMER IRISH LORD CHIEF 
JUSTICE, 


We regret to announce the death, which 
occurred at his residence, 5t. Stephen $ 
Green, Dublin, on Saturday, of the Right 
Hon. Richard Robert Cherry, who from 1914 
until 1916, when he‘retired from the Bench 
through ill-health, occupied the position of 
Lord Chief Justice of Ireland. sá 

born near Waterford on 19th March, 1859, 
he was the youngest son of Mr. Robert W. 
Cherry, solicitor, and Snsan, daughter of Mr. 
John Briscoe. M.D. His father was a member 
of a well-known Huguenot family, and was a 
strong supporter of Mr. Gibson (afterwards 
Lord Ashbourne) ¥ hen he & ontested the 
Parliamentary representation of Waterford. 
As a boy, Judge Cherry was conspicuous in 
outdoor sports, and rowed for the Waterford 
Club at a time when many of the open prizes 
went to oarsmen of the Suir. He entered 
Trinity College in November, 1875, and during 
his college career he continued to take an 
active part in athletics, and was a \ ell-known 
competitor at the college sports. The more 
serious side of his education, however, was 
not neglected, as we find him in the year 
1879, at the age of 20 years, admitted to the 
degree of Bachelor of Arte. He was double 
gold medallist in Mental Science and History 
and Political Science. He also gained honours 
in Jurisprudence and Roman Law at the Inns 
of Court Examination, London, 1980, and was 
First Scholar in International Law at the 
Middle Temple, London.

In 1881 he was called to the Irish Bar, and 
joined the Leinster Circuit. He was an 
excellent economist, and his eminence in tins 
respect was recognised by his appointment, in 
1885, as Examiner in Political Economy .tor 
the Indian Civil Service. A sear later he 
married Mary Wilhelmina, daughter of My. 
Robert Cooper, of Collinstown House, Leixlp. 
From 1889 to 1894 be filled the ofhce of Pro- 
fessor of Constitutional and Criminal Law in 
the University of Dublin. His lectures, which 
have been embodied in two volumes, 
"Lectures on the Growth of Criminal Law in 
Early Communities, ’’ 1890, and '“ An Outline 
of Criminal Law.” 1890, form a valuable con- 
tribution to the subject, being marked by the 
same clearness of expression which afterwards 
manifested itself in his judicial. pronounce- 
ments. He acquired a profound knowledge of 
the Land Laws of Ireland, and laid the Bar 
under a continuing debt by his volume, *‘ The 
Irish Land Law and Land. Purchase Acts,” 
which still ranks as one of the best of our 
text books, and is aleo notable not only for its 
exhaustive legal treatment of the subject but 
for the clear exposition of the general relation 
of landlord and tenant. 

In the year 1896 he was honoured by being 
called to the Inner Bar. Ags a lawyer, his 
opinions were of high value, betng distin- 
guished more as an authority than as an advo- 
cate. He was appointed His Majesty s 
Attorney-General in Ireland in 1905, and held 
that ofhce until 1909, when he was made a 
Lord Justice of Appeal. Five years later, 
upon the retirement of. Lord O’Brien of 
Kilfenora, he accepted the position of Lord 
Chief Justice of lreland, and the following 
year he was made a member of the Privy 
Council. Owing to continued ill-health, he re- 
tired from the Bench in 1916, carrying with 
him the profound respect and esteem cf every 
member of the profession.

While at the Bar, Mr. Cherry was keenly 
interested in the questions.of the day. His 
political sympathies were Liberal, or, rather, 
He was more of the type of an 
English Radical than of an Irish Home Raler, 
aad even in his college days these views mani- 
fested themselves in the part that he took in 
the debates of the College Historical Society, 
of which he was dAuditor, He was 
a. convinced Free Trader. His views were 
very much those of John Stuart Mill on 
economics and social science. As a member of 
the Statistical Society of Ireland (of which he 
was at one time president) his contributions 
were exceedingly thoughtful and of great 
value. They were of much assistance, as were 
raany other papers read before the same 
society, in the framing of subsequent Acts of 
Parliament. 

During the controversy. as to the justice 
of the Boer war, Mr. Cherry took very much 
the same view as did Mr. Lloyd George and 
several others. His attitude on this subject 
caused some friction in legal circles in Ire- 
land, as he stood almost alone amongst his 
colleagues. at the Bar.. Ambitious of enter- 
ing Parliament, Mr. Cherry stood as a 
Liberal candidate for the hKirkdale Division 
of Liverpool at the general election of 1900. 
He was defeated by Mr. David Maclver, the 
Conservative candidate. At the following 
election, in January, [906, he again came for- 
ward as a candidate. On this occasion he 
stood íor the Exchange Division of Luver- 
pool, and had as his opponent Mr. Charles 
McArthur. One of Mr. Cherry’s most en- 
thusiastic supporters at this contest was Mr. 
Moluny (now Lord Chief Justice). In the 
result Mr. Cherry was elected with the com- 
fortable majority of 638 votes. He was a 
Law Officer at the time that Mr. Birrell’s 
University Bill was passing through Parlia- 
ment, and his advice on that subject un- 
doubtedly had the effect of enabling Mr. 
Birrell to avoid the pitfalls which surrounded 
the attempts of Lord Brvree and others to 
settle the question of grouping other col- 
legiate institutions with Trinity College. 

le was a stropg Churchman, and took an 
active interest in all its affairs. From his 
youtp he was interested in change-ringing, 
and did a great deal to eneourage it in 
Ireland. At one time he was captam of the 
ringers of St. George’s Church, Dublin, but 
socn moved to St. Patrick's Cathedral, where 
he gathered round bim a band of enthusiasts.

THE LENTEN REGULATIONS. 

The Lenten Regulations in Dublin Diocese 
are. given as follows for those who are in a 
position to comply without danger to their 
health or undue strain upon their resources :— 

(1) The faithful who are over seven vears of 
age are bound by the law of Abstinence. 
Between the ages of 21 and 60 they are bound 
also’ by the law of Fasting. 

(2) The law of Fasting allows only one full 
meal to be taken each day. On Fast-days, in 
addition to the full meal, a light repast may 
he taken, morning and evening, the quantity 
and kind of food allowed at each of these 
repasts are regulated by the approved custom 
of the place. In this diocese, custom allows 
butter to be taken at the repasts. 

(5) On Fast-days, which are not days of 
Abstinence, meat is allowed; but those who 
are bound to fast can take meat at the one 
meal only. 

(4) The law of Abstinence forbids the use of 
flesh-meat: it no longer. forbids the use: of 
milk, butter, cheese, or eggs. : 

{5).Lard or dripping, used as a condiment, 
is allowed’ on alt days, whether of Fast or 
Abstinence. 

(6) In this diocese, during the coming Lent, 
every day, except Sundays and St. Patrick's 
Day, will be a fast day. The Wednesdays 
and Fridays of Lent will be days of both fast 
and abstinence, as well as the Saturday of 
Quarter Tense. 

(7) The Lenten Fast ends at mid-day on 
Holy Saturday. 

(8) The law forbidding the use of flesh and 
fish at the same meal, on days when meat is 
allowed, whether in Lent or throughout the 
year, is now abolished.

AN ARCH OF PEACE. 

APPEAL TO YOUNG MEN, 

Most Rev. Dr. Gilmartin renews his appeal 
for peace. He points out the necessity in any 
community for stable government. “ No 
matter,” he says, ' how a Government is set 
up, once it is a working reality accepted by 
the great majority of the people, the 
common good demands that it be allowed to 
function pending a constitutional. appeal to 
the people.

RUINED INDUSTRIES. 


MANAGER OF THYSSEN WORKS 
INTERVIEWED. 
TRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 
From Oun. SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 
. DUSSELDORF, Sunday. 

The much-dreaded new sanction—that of 

the stoppage of all exports of iron and steel 
from the .Ruhr—is expected to be put into 
“force by the French early this week. 
Tt js not intended as a measure which will 
hélp the French to get coal, but as one more 
attempt to show the German authorities 
that, ‘unless they come to reason, the ruin of 
their industries is merely a matter of time. 

“I interviewed Dr. Canaris on the probable 
effect of the new restriction at Oberhausen 
yesterday.. He is the Managing Ditector of 
the Thyssen Works there, and is. a typical 
German of the official class, 

**I do not think they will do it,”’ he said. 
“ There “is. no doubt that we cannot keep the 
works going for long. We. have many. ¢on- 
tracts for abroad, including big deliveries for

A well-founded report was current in Lon- 
don last. night that the Turks had presented a 
new ultimatum to the Allies, demanding that 
all warships should leave Smyrna within three 
davs. 

Constantinople telegrams state that the 
Turks are still maintaining their pretensious 
to the right to close both Smyrna and Ismidt. 
Political circles at Angora are much excited, 
and are urging the Government to enforce 
the ‘‘integral realisation of the National 
Part.” 

The: Turks have laid fresh mines at the 
entrance to Smyrna Harbour. The British 
authorities have warned shipping agents ‘to 
avoid sending steamers to Smyrna. Lloyd's 
has circulated a notification that it is un- 
desirable that’ British vessels should proceed 
there for the present. 

The captain of the British steamer Gurko, 
who arrived on Saturday at the Pirwus from 
Sniyrna, says that. eleven British, four French, 
three Italian, and four American warships are 
anchored outside Smyrna Harbour. The guns 
of the Allied- warships are turned. towards the 
city, and searchlights play. upon the town 
at night. Ten British seaplanes and eight 
minesweepers préceded the entry of the 
British sbips into the gulf.

The newspaper Amaltheia publishes a tele- 
gram from “Mitylene. announcing that the 
Italian steamer Trento, from Samsun, has 
landed aeroplanes atid guns at Smyrna. It is 
stated that five hundred’ cases containing 
mines were also disembarked, and that the 
mines were sown in Smyrna Harbour after

FORWARDS FAIL. 


WEARNESS ÓF THE IRISH 
PACK. 
By Ove Roeesy Expert. 

The match was a very disappointing. one for 
those of us who were “aonar that at last the 
period when the standard of Irish play has 
been so inferior was about to end. Our team 
Was outclissed in all departments as the game 
was played, but the reason for this was the 
failure of the forwards to make any kind of a 
show, ' 

“in. nine out of ten scrimmages the Irish 
eight were pushed off the ball, and the other 
members of the team, under the circum- 
stances, could not be expected to deal with 
the repeated attacks of the English backs. 

So. regularly did the ball go out on the 
English side of the scrimmage and from the 
loose rushes and touch throws that Kershaw, 
Davies, and the other backs were able to take 
all sorts of chances in the way of pitching the 
ball about. 

They were very clever and resourceful, espe- 
cially Davies, but one might easily be led to 
form a false opinion of their cleverness. It 
must be remembered that they were getting 
the ball every few minutes, ‘and if the Irish 
backs had been given the same number of 
chances they probably would have done quite 


| as well, if not better. 


The failure of the Irish forwards was not 
due to the fact that there were any shirkers 
on the side. They simply had not the strength 
to hold the English eight,and for a lot so con- 
sistently pushed in the scrimmages they 
— to hold out wonderfiilly well.to the 
end. 

It was, indeed, one of the redéeming fea- 
tures of the game from the Irish standpoint 
that the best play of the forwards came in the 
second half, and it was a tribute to their grit 
and stamina. 

It is a painful admission to have to make, 
bnt there Is no doubt we have not in Ireland 
at present forwards the equal of the eight 
men who represented England in this game. 
Our halt-backs also are very inferior by com- 
parison with Kershaw and Davies. 

The English pair in this game were wonder- 
fully clever. Davies varied his methods in 
surprising manner, and his short kick and 
follow up tactics would, doubtless, have been 
more effective had not we had an experienced 
full-back like Crawford. True, he made one 
mistake in allowing Smallwood through for a 
try when he might have tackled, but one slip 
in the course of a game in which England 
was og top practically all the time was very 
little. 

The only time that Irish hopes were raised 
to any degree was after the score in the 
second half, as for some minutes following 
there were repeated incursions to English ter- 
ritory. Even then, though, one had the feel- 
ing that should the occasion demand it the 
English team had a little in reserve which 
could be let loose. 

As stated, Davies was the most brilliant of 
the English backs, but in. Gilbert they were 
‘served by as sound a full-back as we have 
seen play. It was remarkable that in such a 
match the full-back on the winning side should 
be tested so heavily. 

He was called upo.. io extricate his side 
from some véry awkward positions, and was 
never once at fauli. Corbett and Smallwood 
f tno three-quarters; and of a 
very superior set of forwards Luddington, 
Wakefield, Gardner; Price, and Voyce were 
best. 

The Irish backs could not be blamed for 
the defeat; in fact, they are to be compli- 
mented on keeping down the score to the 
margin they did. 

Crawford, except for the one mistake 
referred to, was as safe as ever, and his goal 
was a splendid effort. 

Stephenson, Cussen, Jackson, and McClenahan 
did not get many chances of showing what 
they were capable of in attack, but they all 
tackled well. 

Gardiner and Hall were set a very high 
trial in opposing Kershaw and Davies on a 
winning’ side. They were, of course, out- 
classed, and Gardiner’s inexperience of the 
scrum half position .was very apparent. 

On one occasion Kershaw came round on the 
Irish side of the scrimmage, when the Irish 
forwards had possession, and getting the ball 
sent it away to his three-quarters. The 
forwards played as well as they could; but 
they were. outclassed. They packed well, 
pusbed, and marked their men eut of touch, 
but strength beat them. .There waz no out- 
standing player amongst them, and the most 

rominent in the loose -were Gray, Coliopy, 

radiey, Hallaran, and Mahony,

If the object of the occupation of the Ruhr 
is to compel the German Government to accept 
some scheme of reparation payments, then, at 
least, the terms of submission should be clearly 
set forth. What is actually required of Ger- 
many? This country is directly interested in 
the outcome of the struggle in the Ruhr. If 
the struggle is waged indefinitely, with the 
result that France, herself; is weakened and 
Germany is gradually thrust down into that 
economic .morass in which Russia and a con- 
siderable part of Central Europe already he, 
then the decline of Europe must inevitably 
react Upon our own prosperity. 

France has chosen to act alone in this 

matter, but wimle we have every consideration 
for the needs of France we cannot ignore the 
fact that we, too, have a claim for reparations 
and we cannot stand indifferently by while 
France makes light of all our plans and pnur- 
oses and imperils the hope of European peace. 
Ve have not forgotten the war,.and do not 
propose to release Germany from the obliga- 
tion of making reparation for the destruction 
she wantonly caused. The plan put forward 
by the British Government in Pars was sub- 
ject to modification in details. but in essence 
it was a plan both for enabling Germany to 
pav large amounts and for enforcing payment. 
All the prospects of that plan are endangered 
cow through the results of French action. 

Germany, France, and ail Europe are drift- 
ing into. a’ state beyond the reach of intelli- 
gent calculation. Yet at the moment there 
are vo data for intervention in this blind 
struggle. We do not know what the French 
want or what the Germans propose. At the 
same time, the situation is one that must 
cause the gravest anxiety. 


THE NEW SESSION, 
FREE STATE AFFAIRS. 

The: Trmes Parliamentary Correspondent 
writes:—The short session last autumn was 
necessary to pass the Irish Free State Consti- 
tution Act—an agreed measure. But for 
that the New Government would, no doubt, 
have deferred meeting Parliament until now, 
and would have spent the winter months in 
gathering up the reins of office and estab 
lishing its control of the departments. The 
autumn session, in spite of the non-contro- 
versial character of its principal business, 
gave opportunities for the- Opposition, and 
especially the Labour Party, to give a taste 
of if quality. The new session which opens 
to-morrow will more fully disclose the 
capacities of the several parties and their 
leaaers. 

It may take a little time for the British 
people to get accustomed to the idea of the 
affairs of Southern Ireland beine those of a 
self-governing Dominion, though for a year 

ast it has been the Colonial Secretary who 
nas answered Parliamentary questions in re- 
gard to the Free State. Even yet, as the 
week-end negotiations between the British 
and Free State Governments have indicated, 
the final adjustments between the two on 
certain matters of administration and finance 
have still to be settled. In particular there 
remains the delimitation of the frontier be- 
tweap North and South in Tyrone and Fer- 
managh, for which the Treaty of 1921 pro- 
vided the setting up ofa Boundary Commis- 
sion. The continuing disorder in the South 
and the insecurity menacing its citizens, as 
well as the fulfilment of the remaining re- 
quirements of the Treaty, will scarcely allow 
of the British Parliament entirely washing 
its hands of Free State affairs at present. _ 


THE MCGRIGOR FAILURE. 


PLIGHT OF EX-RANKER 
OFFICERS. 


The Times publishes to-day another letter 
on the failure of the banking firm -of 
McGrigor’s, the Army agents, from a corre- 
spondent, who sets out the plight of ex-ranker 
officers, and especially of such officers as have 
been compulsorily retired since default of the 
firm. 

Commenting on the letter, 7Ac Times im a 
leading article says :—Though from the point 
of view of strict justice, an officer of this 
class ought, perhaps, to be able to claim no 
more consideration than that which may be 
aecorded to other sufferers, his case, as all 
will perceive, involves a peculiarly trying 
hardship and well deserves publicity. It 
seryes, at least, to increase the force of the 
many cogent arguments which have been 
adduced in order to impart to the War Uffice 
a full sense of their responsibility towards the 
victims of the failure of their agente. 

Up to the present their recognition of this 
responsibility has been, practically and in 
theory, quite inadequate. A “ grant’’ of ten 
shillings in the pound in addition to the exist- 
ing assets of the firm, though it is an advance 
on the attitude originally assumed by the War 
Office, cannot be said to be justice, in that it 
falls ‘short of what the public conscience re- 
gards as due to these officers.

PRINCE LOUIS'S PART,

F could not heip 
thinking uncomfortably of the famous Tenmel 
cartoon, “ Dropping the Pilot,”’ where the 
inexperienced and impulsive German En- 
peror is depicted carelessly watching the 
venerable figure of Bismarok descending the 
ladder. Nevertheless, I had acted on high 
public grounds and on those alone, and ! 
fortified myself with them. 


His Only Friend. 


As will be seen im ite proper place, Sir 
Arthar Wilson came back to the Admiralty 
three yvears later and worked with 
Fisher and me during the six months of ovr 
association. When Lord Fisher resigned in 
May, 1915, I invited Sir Arthur to take ap 
the duties of First Sea Lord, and he con- 
sented to do so. On learning, however, a few 
days later that I was to leave the Admiralty, 
he wrote to Mr. Asqnith refusing to undertake 
the task under any other First Lord but me, 
Here is his letter :— 

May 19. 1916 

Dear Mr. Asquit:.—In view of the reporis in tite 
papers this morning as to the probable reconatrac- 
tion of the Government, T think I ought to tell yor 
that although I agreed to undertake the office of 
First Sea Lord onder Mr. Churchill because it ap- 
peared to me to be the best means of maintaining 
continuity of policy ander the unfortunate circum 
stances that have arisen, I am not. red te 
undertake the duties under any new First Lord, as 
the strain under such circumstances would be fay 
beyoud my strength.

He did not think of matériel as an end in 
iteelf but only as a means..

It.wae with al pleasure and profit that 
I discussed with him our naval problem, now 
from this angle, now from that; and I was 
increasingly strack with the shrewd and pro- 
found sagacity of his comments expressed in 
language singularly free from technical jargon. 


“ Nelson Has Come Again. 

IT had no doubts whatever when the com- 
mand of the Battle Cruiser Squadron fell 
vacant in the spring of 1913 in appointing him 
over the heads of all to this incomparable 
command, the nucleus, as it proved to be, of 
the famous Battle Cruiser Fleet—the strategic 
cavalry of the Royal Navy, that supreme com- 
bination of speed and power to which the 
thoughts of the Admiralty were continuously 
directed. 

And when two years later (February ó, 1915) 
I visited him on board the Lion, with the 
scars of victorious battle fresh ax her from 
the action of the Dogger Bank, I heard from 
his Captains and his Admirals the expression 
of their respectful but intense enthusiasm for 
their leader. 

Well do I remember how, as I was leavin 
the ship, the usually imperturbable Admira 
Pakenham caught me by the sleeve, “ First 
Lord, 1 wish to speak to you in private,” and 
the restrained passion in his voice as he 
said, ' Nelson has come again.” Those words 
often recurred to my mind. 


A Child of the Navy. 


So much of my work in endeavowing to 
prepare the Fleet for war was dependent upon 
the guidance and help I received from Prince 
Louis of Battenberg, who, taking it as 4 
whole, was my principal counsellor, as Second 
Sea Lord from January, 1912, to March, 1915, 
when Sir Francis Bridgeman’s health tempo- 
rarily failed, and as First Sea Lord thence- 
forward to the end of October, 1914, that it 
is necessary to give some description of this 
remarkable Prince and British sailor. All the 
more is this necessary, since the accident “f 
his parentage struck him down in the open- 
ing months of the Great War and terminated 
his long professional career. $ 

Prince is was a child of the Royal Navy. 
From his earliest years he had been bied to 
the sea. The deck offa British warship was 
his home. All his Anterest was centred in 
the British Fleety” So far from his exalted 
rank having helped him, it had hindered his 
career; up to a certain point no doubt it vad 
been of assistance, but after that it had been 
a positive drawback. . 

In consequence he had spent an. exception- 
ally large proportion of his forty years ser- 
vice afloat usually in the less agreeable com- 
mands. One had heard at Malta how he 
used to bring his Cruiser Squadron into that 
small, crowded harbour at speed and then in 
the nick of time, with scarcely a hundred 
yards to spare, by dropping hie anchors. 
checking on his cables, and going full speed 
astern, bring it safely into station. 


Before the German Navy Existed. 


He had a far wider knowledge of war by 
land and sea and of the Continent of Europe 
than most of the other Admirals I have 
known. His brother, as King of Buigaria, 
had shown military aptitudes of a very high 
order, at the Battle of Slivnitza, and he him- 
self was deeply versed in every detail, practi- 
cal and theoretic, of the Britisn Naval Ser- 

' vice. It was not without good reason that 
he had been appointed under Lord Fisher to 
be head of the British Naval Intelligence De- 
partmént, that vital ganglion of our organi- 
sation. 

He was a thoroughly trained and accom. 
plished Staff Officer, with a gift of clear ani 

lucid statement and all that thoroughness and 

patient industry which we have never under- 
estimated in the British Navy. 

It was recounted of him that on one 
occasicn, when he visited Kiel with King 
Edward, a German Admiral in high command 
had reproached him with serving in the 
British Fleet, whereat Prince Louis, stiffen- 
ing, had replied, “Sir, when I joined the 
Royal Navy in the year 1864 the German 
Empire did not exist.” 

e rt which he played in the events

OFFICIAL REPORTS. 


TROOPS ATTACKED,

The National Army Headquarters last night

TERMINUS FIRE. 
DESTROYED RAILWAY 
BRIDGES. 


At about seven o'clock yesterday morning 
an attempt was made to destroy the Cork 
terminus of the Cork and Muskerry Light 
Railway. A large party of armed men en- 
tered the station, apparently from the rear; 
m gene petrol and other inflamables about 
the goods store, ticket office, waiting rooms, 
and other buildings; and, setting them alight 
in several places, went away. The Fire 
Brigade, ‘when it arrived, found a series of 
stnall fires, bat they got them under control, 
and by eight o'clock all danger was past. 
good deal of damage was done. 

At a meeting of the Cork Rural District 
Council on Saturday, it was reported “that 
fifty-three bridges had been destroyed in the 
local area. The County Surveyor estimated 
the cost of making good the damage at 
£20,600. The Council decided to ask the 
Government how far they were going to in- 
demnify the ratepayers. 

It is reported that many armed men in the 
West Waterford districts of Knockanore, Ard- 
more and Clashmore have given up the fight. 
Among them are said to be several prominent 
men.

“The disturbed conditions from which the 
country is.now suffering are destructive of our 
economic life and are sapping the foundations 
of the structure of society,” said Mr. T. B.

necessity for a settled and ordered state of 
affairs. Looking around, they naturally and 
instinctively endeavoured to derive consolation 
from any favourable symptoms that might 
| show themselves here or there. For example, 
| when the reports and accounts of the banks 
appeared recently they were deeply interested 
in their message. It was gree to learn that 
the high position of the banks, which had 
shown such great development, had been main- 
tained, and that the resources of those institu- 
tions, whose variations could be rightly re- 
garded as a barometrical record of the com- 
mercial position of the country, remained un- 
diminished at the highest point to which they 
had risen. No doubt, the banks and the 
banks’ clients and the general public must be

CORK CHAMBER OF COMMERCE.

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WRECKED BY MINE. 


DUBLIN PRINTING WORKS 
DESTROYED. 


SATURDAY AFTERNOON 
LAID.

The printing works of Mr. P. Mahon, at 
Yarnhal] street, Dublin, were blown up by 
land mines on Saturday last at 1.30 p.m. 

It was the weekly half holiday, and the 
workers had left the premises, the only per- 
sone present being Mr. Mahon, his son, and 
another man. They were in the composing 
room, on the top floor of the premises, when 
they heard a shout from the ground’ floor, and 
on going down were confronted by three men, 
who covered them with revolvers. Two of the 
men had boxes containing mines. The door 
of the works had been closed, but was burst 
in by the raiders. 

When Mr. Mahon and his son came down- 
stairs Mr. Mahon asked the armed men what 
they intended to do. They answered, “ it is 
all right; we are not going to shoot you; we 
are going to blow up the place.’’ 

Mr. Mahon inneeied to the men to give 
him time to get his hat and coat, and they 
agreed, saying that. they would give him two 
minutes, They. further told him to etand at 
the door, and as soon as he heard-a whistle 
“ha them .to open the door and ‘‘run for his 
life,” 

He obeyed the order, and the men placed 
the mines in position on the ground floor. A 
whistle was heard, and Mr. Mabon rushed 
out. 
He was followed closely by the armed men. 
They had gone only a few vards when there 
was a terrific explosion, which caused exten- 
sive damage. 

In the composing room the machinery, type, 
and cases were blown about in fragments. 
Much damage wae also done to the binding 
room. A large portion of the left-hand side of 
the building ¢ollapsed, and machinery, furni- 
ture, and other articles were wrecked and 
strewn about. 

A fire broke out, and helped the work of 
the raiders. ' 

The damage, amounts to several thonsand 
pounds. 

It is understood that Mr. Mahon was about 
to print the revived issue of The United 
Trighman, a weekly joufnal, with which Mr. 
Arthur Griffith was associated ‘in pre truce 
days.

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FAMOUS DISCOVERER. 

M 
PROFESSOR ROENTGEN DEAD. 
BERLIN, Saturday. 

Professor. Wilhelm Von Réntgen, the 
celebrated discoverer of X-Rays, has died at 
Munich at the age of 78.—(Reuter.) 

Wilhelm Konrad Von Réntgen made his 
discovery of the Rontgen Rays in 1895, witen 
he was Director of the Physical Institute at 
Wurzburg University. . Like most famous dis 
covéries, his was by the metest acciderit. It 
was while experimenting with a vacuum tube 
that he first observed the power of radiation 
to pass through substances opaque to ordinary 
light, and to effect photographic plates. notic- 
ing that a piece of metal would cast a dark 
shadow, a piece of wood a light one, and, that 
generally speaking, the opacity of a substance 
to the rays would depend upon its density. 
From this modest beginning grew the power 
which was to be of such wonderful 1 enefit 
to suffering humanity. 

X-Ray treatment is used in many spheres 
af medical work. in treatment of disease ard 
in research. Complete cures are often -ffected 
by it in cases of rodent ulcer, and it has 
power of great value in the treatment of 
certain forms of skin disease. The Rays play 
a no less important réle in surgery, where 
they epable the surgeon to definitely locate 
the seat of the trouble before commencing an 
operation. 

Professor Réntgen was  an_ exceedingly 
modest man, who deprecated his own achieve 
ments and considered himself sufficiently re- 
warded in the benefite his genius conferred 
on humanity, He accepted the Medal of the 
Royal Society, however, in recognition -f his 
gteat scientific achievement, and on his 70th 
hirthday the Kaiser decorated him with the 
Iron Cross.

MR. JOHNSON ON BASIS OF 
TRUE SOCIETY. 

“It is the ultjmate object of Labour, in 
politics, trade union, activities and socia! life, 
to reassert the superiority of mankind over 
material things, and that is the revolution 
which has to be brought about,’’ said Mr. 
THomas Josnson, T.D., in the course of an 
address on “ Labour in Politics” to the mem- 
bers of Blackrock Debating Society on Satur- 
day. Dr. Conway presided. 

The basis of true society, he said, must be 
service rendered and not property held. Un- 
lesa the forces of reaction proved too strong, 
there would soon be a new test of property 
holding, which would ask if a particular pro- 
perty served a useful purpose or was a par- 
ticular property holder using his property for 
the general benefit. No one would be then 
justified in holding property or would he 
allowed to hold it who could not show that he 
was capable of administering it in the best 
interests of society. 

A social democracy would come, and then a 
man’s influence in politics would be in direct 
et gphes to his power for good in industry 
and saciety and to the strength of his in- 
dividual humanity.

But nothing 
in the material order can compensate the 
loss, the price paid in the moral order. 
Better a moderate measure of freedom won 
constitutionally, which could be gradually 
enlarged, than a full measure of freedom ob- 
tained by violence, and at great moral cost 
to a country.” 

The Free State Treaty would have ei 
eace and joy to Ireland “if the people had 
ds given a free choice of accepting or re- 
jecting the Treaty.” As to the gum 
against the Treaty, “is is wonderful,’’ says 
the Bishop, “ what an amount of superficial 
heolane has been set in circulation during 
these troubles in Ireland.”’ 

Was it necessary, we are asked, prior to 
the passing of the Land Purchase and 
National University Acts “that England 
should have withdrawn her Army and Navy 
from Ireland, and should have guaranteed 
Ireland’s immunity from penalties in cate 
she refused ‘to accept and work these Acts! 
As to the alleged threats used to the Plenipo- 
tentiaries im London, the Bishop now: 
nothing, “but I know,” he says, ‘* that on 
December 6th, 1921, the day the Treaty was 
announced, the people at home in Ireland 


had heard nothing about threats: that threats, 


therefore, could not have inflnenced their at- 
titude towards the Treaty ; that they accepted 
the Free State settlement on its merits, as a 
settlement far exceeding their expectations. 

As to the.” Pact,”’ the Bishop says :—“ The 
Pact,”.on the Republican side, “ was only a 
trick to take from the people the right of 
a free vote on the Treaty; and, nevertheless, 
the people succeeded in signifying their ap- 
proval of the Treaty. 

His Jordship points out that charity knows 
no exclusion:of creed, and that ‘‘ Protestants 
have suffered severely during the period of 
civil war in the South,’ and, in concloding, 
says:— “I appeal again to Republican in 
arms to avail themselves of the time of Lent 
to -seek reconciliation with their fellow- 
countrymen who have accepted the Free State 
Constitution, and to return to the observance 
of the Commandments.”’ 


BISHOP OF CLONFERT. 
ACTS OF INJUSTICE. 
THE APPEAL TO ROME. 


The following passages occur in the Pastoral] 
Letter of the Most Rev. Dr. O'Doherty, 
Bishép of Clonfert :— 

“Tn this diocese, as you are aware, the 
campaign, of violence was ‘begun before a 
single shot was fired in Dublin. At first it 
took the odious form of religious persecution, 
The houses of: unoffending Protestants were 
bombed and burned and the members of at 
least one family had to fly from their home 
under threat of death. In short, there was 
an attempt to copy the methods of the 
Orangemen of Belfast, and the innocent here 
were to be punished for the sins of the guilty 
there! The seizure of motor vehicles and 
other property then became the order of the 
day. The railway has been damaged several 
times. Again and again bridges and roads 
have been broken. xoting has taien place 
whenever a fair opportunity presented itself, 
often by common thieves who have no poli- 
tical convictions whatever. Four men have 
lost their lives; three of these deaths were 
cases of murder by men who call themselves 
Catholics and patriots. But no matter what 
the motive, the seizure and destruction of pro- 
perty to which I have referred are acts of in- 
justice for which restitution must be made, 
The murders cry to Heaven for vengeance, 
and in God's good time the crimes will be 
avenged. Jor He is not to be mocked, nor 
His anger stayed by quibbles and equivoca- 
tions. i am well aware that the vast majority 
of the people of this diocese have no sym- 
pathy with such crimes. And that in itself is 
no little comfort.”’ | 
Having referred to the decision of the 
Bishops, Dr. O'Doherty says :—'' 1 understand 
from the public Press that an appeal has been 
lodged in Rome against these directions and 
the other penalties mentioned in the October 
Pastoral. But I warn al) concerned that 
unless and until Rome decides otherwise these 
penalties remain in full force I must also re- 
mind you that any grave incury to person or 
property is a reserved sin in this diocese.”

LIBERTY IN THE TREATY. 


The Most Rey. Dr. Coyne, Bishop of Elphin,

THE PATH OF DUTY. 

ADVICE TO THE YOUNG. 

The Most Rev. Dr. Hackett, Bishop of 
Waterford and Lismore, says :— ; i 

“With politics we have no concern; into its 
domain we do not wish to enter. To hurt or 
to alienate is farthest from our thoughts. We 
wish not merely to discharge a duty which 
our position impoges upon us, but to win. 
back those who have been led astray. An un- 
scrupulous and vindictive propaganda would 
place a political complexion upon the teach- 
ing of those divinely appointed to rule the 
Church of God. In April, and again in 
October, the path of duty waa clearly marked 
out for Irish Catholics by the Bishops; 
practices opposed to Christian teaching were 
condemned; and the young men of the 
country were implored to dissuciate themselves 
from a movement which cannot be followed 
without grievous sin, and which claims and 
secures as victims those worthy of nobler 
aspirations. ‘ Weeping,, she hath wept in the 
night, and her tears are on her cheeks ; there 
is none to comfort her amang all them that 
were dear to her; al] her friends have despised 
her. and are become our ehemirs.” How true 
of Ireland! Who could have thought it 
possible that, even among a section, such a 
spirit could be found as exists to-day?’ 

His lordship appeals to the young men to 
allow their better instincts to assert them- 
selves, and to realise that these deeds which 
an honest conscience cannot sanction meant a 
responsibility which will not end with time. 


BISHOP OF ACHONRY. 


UGLY BLEMISHES. 
ILLICIT SPIRIT TRAFFIC. 


The Most Rev. Dr. 
Achonry, says :— 

“To sum up in one sentence what we re- 
ard as the ugliest blemishes upon the fair 
Ea of our diocese, we should mention the 
illicit distillation of alcoholic drinks: the 
spirit of gross injustice, as manifested in the 
tendency to take, as well as to keep, what 
belongs to others; and the disregard for 
parental authority on the part of many of the 
young of both sexes. Under cover of the 
prevailing lawlessness, these abuses have 
raised their impious heads to a height never 
reached before. 

“ The nefarious traffic in illicit distiation is 
possibly the worst of these evils, for it claims 
most victims, destroying old and young, male 
and female, destructive of God, the family, 
and the country.” 

The Bishop proceeds to refer to the. tragedy 
of blood that is levying its heavy toll trom 
the diocese, and points out that the Church 
has spoken with no uncertain voice upon the 
situation, and that it becomes, therefore, the 
dnty of loyal children to accept the Church's 
teaching. Pointing out that the decision of 
the me RR was unanimous, his lordship says: 
“Then the subterfuge of an appeal to Rome 
is tried. If one may draw inferences from 
the Encyclical just issued, which condemns 
acts very like those committed in Ireland, the 
so-called appeal is not likely to be of avail. 
The Roman manceuvre is mere pretence. Do 
the appellants give an undertaking that they 
will abide by the advice of the Pope? By 
no means. The peace-delegates were cast 
aside by those who sent them to make 
terms. The decision of the Dail was -e- 
pudiated by those who appealed to it. And 
if the See of Rome concerns itself with our 
quarrels, its verdict will also go by the 
board.” : 


BISHOP OF KILMORE. 


MILLIONS IN. DRINK. 
A CRYING EVIL. 


The Most Rev. Dr. Finegan, Bishop of 
Kilmore, says, in the course of his 
pastoral :—'' From statistics published in the 
newspapers, the state of Ireland, as regards 
the amount of money paid for intoxicating 
drinks, seems to be alarmingly getting 
worse. From the latest returns, it seems to 
be 50 million pounds or more yearly—about 
ten pounds per head for every man, woman, 
and child of the population. When the 
rental for land in Ireland was at its highest, 
it did not amount to over eighteen millions 
per annum. Such an expenditure on drink 
argues both intemperance and prodigality, -r 
a shameful expenditure wholly exceeding ovr 
means, on a commodity to a great extent un 
necessary for health or welfare. This is a 
crying evil and a great sin. How can we 
expect the blessing of God on our country 
when it is so recklessly committed? Tó 
meet this alarming public danger, I earneztly 
exhort both clergy and people to promote th: 
activity of the Temperance and Total 
Abstinence Societies already established in 
connection with the churches of th: diocese. 


BISHOP OF DROMORE. 


RESTORING PEACE. 


DUTY OF THE PEOPLE. 


The Most Rev. Dr. Mulhearn, Bishop of 
Dromore, in his Lenten Pastoral, impresses 
on his flock the duty of obedience and loyalty 
to the Catholic Church, and acceptance of 
the guidance of Our Lord. “In this way, 
too,” says his lordship, ‘‘we can best con- 
tribute our share towards the restoration of 
peace in our afflicted country.”’

EVENTS IN THE NOR’ 
A MEMORABLE YEAR. 


The Most Rev. D. McHugh, Bishop 'f 
Derry, says :—'‘‘ What is to be the end of 
alt the turmoil, destruction, and criminal 
excesses that disgrace the land, and hold ws 
up to the opprobium of the world, God alone 
knows. If things are quiet with us at the 
moment, and we are spared the awful scenes 
that are being enacted in other parts of our 
unfortunate country, it has not n always 
so. The year through which we have passed 
will ever be remembered as one stained by 
deeds of blood, so cruel and, in some cases. 
so revolting, that it would be difficult to 
find a parallel for them in any Christian 
land. But, as they are now over, and seem 
to have disappeared, never to return, we bad 
better bury them in the oblivion Of the past, 
and allow charity take the place of an ‘n- 
worthy spirit of revenge. t is not, how- 
ever, to be assumed that we acquiesce in the 
disabilities that have been so unjustly im- 
posed upon us, or that we agree to forego a 
single cMMim that, as Catholics,- we are in 
justice entitled to have satisfied. No douht, 
we ere heavily handicapped in the race, but 
the position in which we find onrselves is not 
of our making. It has been thrust upon vs 
against our will, and every legitimate effort 
must he made .to rectify, if not in whole, at 
least in part, the injustice that has been 
done. But, in all that we do. we must never 
forget that the Ten Commandments are ‘to 
be the standard we are to follow. 

“While deploring the trving ordeal to 
which, in many cases, Catholics of this 
diocese were subjected in the course of the 
past year, and, at the same time, extending 
our deenest symnathy to the relatives of those 
who suffered, it must be admitted, with 
sincere recret, that in not a few instan-es 
our own people were guilty of actions that 
no earthly considerations could justify. it 
is to he honed that they have come to see 
the evil of their ways, and that thev will 
repent, and make what amends they can for 
the insults they have offered to God. and the 
ininry they may have done their neighbour.”

** Nelson Has Come Again. 

I had no doubts whatever when the com- 
mand of the Battle Cruiser Squadron fell 
vacant in the spring of 1913 in appointing him 
over the ds of all.to this incomparable 
command, the nucleus, as it proved to be, of 
the famous Battle Cruiser Fleet—the strategic 
cavalry of the Royal Navy, that supreme com- 
bination of «peed and power to which the 
thoughts of the Admiralty were continuously 
directed. 

And when two years later (February 3, 1915) 
I visited him on board the Lion, with the 
scars of victorious battle fresh upon her from 
the action of the Dogger Bank, I heard from 
his Captains and his Admirals the expression 
of their respectful but intense enthusiasm for 
their leader. ! 

Well do I remember how, as I was leavin 
the ship, the usually imperturbable Admira 
Pakenham caught me by the sleeve, “ First 
Lord, I wish to speak to you in private,’’ and 
the restrained passion in his voice as he 
said, '' Nelson has come again.” Those words 
often recurred to my mind. 


A Child of the Navy. 

So much of my work in endeavowing to 
prepare the Fleet for war was dependent upon 
the guidance and help I received from. Prince 
Louis of Battenberg, who, taking it as 4 
whole, was my principal counsellor, as Second 
Sea Lord from January, 1912, to March, 1913, 
when Sir Francis Bridgeman s health tempo- 
rarily failed, and as First Sea Lord thence- 
forward to the end of October, 1914, that it 
is necessary to give some description of this 
remarkable Prince and British sailor. All the 
more is this necessary, since the accident “f 
his parentage struck him down in the open- 
ing months of the Great War and terminated 
his long professional career. i 

Prince is was a child of the Royal Navy. 
From his earliest years he had been bied to 
the sea. The deck of a British warship was 
hic home. All his interest was centred in 
the British Fleet. So far from his exalted 
rank having helped him, it had hindered bis 
career; up to a certain point no doubt it had 
been of assistance, but after that it had been 
a positive drawback. 

In consequence he had spent an exception- 
aliy large proportion of his forty years ser- 
vice afloat usually in the less agreeable com- 
mands. One had heard at Malta how he 
used to bring his Cruiser Squadron into that 
small, crowded harbour at speed and then in 
the nick of time, with scarcely a hundred 
yards to spare, by dropping hire anchors, 
checking on his cables, and going full speed 
astern. ‘bring it safely into station. 


Before the German Navy Existed. 


He had a far wider knowledge of war by 
land and sea and of the Continent of Europe 
‘ than most of the other Admirals | have 
known. His brother, as King of Buigaria, 
had shown military aptitudes of a very high 
order, at the Battle of Slivnitza, and he him- 
self was deeply versed in every detail, practi. 
cal and theoretic, of the Britisa Naval Ser- 
vice. It was not without good reason that 
he had been appointed under Lord Fisher to 
be head of the British Naval Intelligence De- 
partmént, that vital ganglion of our organi- 
sation. ; 
He was a thoroughly trained and accom. 
plished Staff Officer, with a gift of clear ani 
lucid statement and all that thorougliness and 


' patient industry which we have never under- 


estimated in the British Navy. 

It was recoun of him that on one 
docasion, when he visited Kiel with Kin 
Edward, a German Admiral in high comman 
had reproached him with serving in the 
British Fleet, whereat Prince Louis, stiffen- 
ing, had replied, ‘‘Sir, when I joined the 
Royal Navy in the year 1864 the German 
Empire did not exist.”

Official reports state that when the con- 
gregation was leaving St. Mary's Church, 
Clonmel, after Mass yesterday shots were 
fired from the neighbouring hills. About 
twenty soldiers came out of the church. 
They were uninjured, but a civilian was 
killed. ) 

Lieutenant G. Slattery was killed 
during an encounter with armed men in 
the Scarthanglin district of Kerry on 
Saturday. Three of the attackers were 
wounded, and one was taken prisoner. 

Armed raiders during Saturday night 
act fire to the Cork terminus of the Cork 
and Muskerry Light “Railway. The fire 
brigade extinguished the flames. 

At the Cork Rural District. Council 
on Saturday it was reported that 653 
bridges in the county had been de- 
stroyed, and the cost of restoring them 
was estimated at £20,600. It was decided 
to ask the Government to what extent they 
would be prepared to indemnify the rate- 
payers, 

Armed men on Saturday stopped a pas- 
senger train néar Kilsheelan, sprinkled it 
with petrol, and set it afire. Then they 
ran the engine into the blazing carriages 
nad wrecked them. 


OFFICIAL REPORTS. 


TROOPS ATTACKED, 
LIEUTENANT AND CIVILIAN 
KILLED. 


The National Army Headquarters last night 
issued the following official reports :— 

"“ Machine-gun fire was opened by irregulars 
from neighbouring hills while the people were 
leaving the 10.30 Mass at St. Mary’s Church, 
Clonmel, to-day, as a result of which one man 
was killed. At the time fire was opened there 
were numbers of women and children in the 
streets of the town. About twenty. soldiers 
were present at this Mass, none of whom 
was injured.” 

“Troops from Tralee, operating in the 
Searthaglin area on Saturday, were ambushed 
by a party of irregulare near Scarthaglin 
village. n the course of the engagement 
which followed, Lieutenant G. AS attery, 
Kerry No, 1 Brigade, was killed.

TERMINUS FIRE. 

DESTROYED RAILWAY 
BRIDGES. 

At about seven o'clock yesterday morning 
an attempt was made to destroy the Cork 
terminus of the Cork and Muskerry Light 

allway. A large party of armed men en- 
tered the station, apparently from the rear; 
» sg os petrol and other inflamables about 
the goods store, ticket office, waiting rooms, 
and other buildings; and, setting them alight 
in several places, went away. The Fire 
Brigade, ‘when it arrived, found a series of 
stall fires, but they got them under control, 
and by eight o'clock all danger was past. A 
good deal of damage was done. 

At a meeting of the Cork Rural District 
Council on Saturday, it was reported “that 
fifty-three bridges had been destroyed in the 
local area. The Connty Surveyor estimated 
the cost of making good the damage at 
£20,600. The Council decided to ask the 
Government how far they were going to in- 
demnify the ratepayers. 

It is reported that many armed men in the 
West. Waterford districts of Knockanore, Ard- 
more and Clashmore have given up the fight. 
Among them are said to be several prominent 
men. Knockanore adjoins the locality in 
which the Youghal Waterworks were recently 


damaged. 

On Friday, on the Lismore to Youghal road, 
a military car broke down, and the troops 
left in charge of it were heavily attacked. 
The troops returned the fire. No casualties 
are reported. 

At about six o’clock on Friday night, when a 
young man named John. Wiggins, from Bai- 
linacurra, was going to his home in the com-

CORK CITY’S NEEDS! 


ADVANTAGE OF SINGLE 
CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 


- 


“The disturbed conditions from which the 
country is now suffering are destructive of our 
economic life and are sapping the foundations 
of the structure of society,”’ said Mr. T. B. 
Lillis, President of the Cork Chamber of 
Commeree, in the course of his address at the 
annual general meeting held recently. 

The first and most essential requirément was 
the re-establishment and maintenance oí 
order, he said. I am not called upon to 
emphasise it or to elaborate it. We all feel in 
every relation and in every channel of our 
daily business and domestic lives the crying 
necessity for a settled and ordered state of 
affairs. Looking around, they naturally and 
instinctively endeavoured to derive consolation 
from any favourable symptoms that might 
| show themselves here or there. For example, 
when the reports and accounts of the banks 
appeared recently they were deeply interested 
in their message. It was good to learn that 
the high position of the banks, which had 
shown such great development, had been main- 
tained, and that the resources of those institu- 
tions, whose variations could be rightly re- 
garded as a barometrical record of the com- 
mercial position of the country, remained un- 
diminished at the highest point to which they 
had risen. No doubt, the banks and the 
banks’ clients and the genera] public must be 
congratulated on this result ; but, at the same 
time, one could not conceal the fact that some 
portion, great or small, of the large total in 
the custody of the banks had made its way 
into their coffers merely as places of safety, 
and that such money would be in ordinary 
times in active and productive circulation. 

Dealing with the movement on foot to bring 
the two Chambers of Commerce in Cork into 
closer co-operation, or possible fusion, the 
President said that if entire unification could 
be achieved it certainly would be to the ad- 
vantage of the commercia] community of Cork. 
One Chamber would speak with a united voice 
upon all the matters of importance with which 
the two Chambers now dealt, and its pro- 
nouncements, being uttered with more weight 
and authority, would naturally carry more in- 
fluence and .effect. ' 

Referring to the attempt to remove the 
Registry tor the transfer of Government 
Stocks from Dublin, be said that the removal 
of the Registry would have occasioned loss 
and great inconvenience to all the important 
interests concerned, and it would also have 
entailed the withdrawal from Dublin of a 
certain prestige which it. enjoyed as the home 
of this Register, the only alternative in the 
British Isles to the Register kept by the Bank 
of England in London. iIt.was satisfactory, 
therefore, to know that the efforte to keep the 
Register in Dublin had been successful. 

Their most pressing requirement in Cork 
City, Mr. Lillis continued, was the reparation 
of their devastated streets.

GOVERNMENT SEIZURES IN 
MANY COUNTIES, 

In various parts of the country during the 
past week there have been many seizures by 
the military of cattle that had been placed 
to graze on lands in violation of the rights 
of the owners of such lands. 

These cattle, and such other seized stock 
as have been forcibly driven on to lands which 
are not the property of the invaders, will be 
sold, in pursuance of the Government policy 
announced by the Minister for Home Affairs, 
and the sosa of the sale will be held to 
meet such compensation as the owners oí the 
invaded lands may be entitled to. 

Seizures have taken place in the Counties 
of Galway, Tipperary, Westmeath, amongst 
others, and it is evident that the Govern. 
ment’s determination jo put down agrarian 
trouble of this kind is genuine and is being 
drastically carried out. . 


CORK CHAMBER OF COMMERCE.

DUBLIN PRINTING WORKS 
DESTROYED. 


SATURDAY AFTERNOON 
LAID.

The printing works of Mr. P. Mahon, at 
Yarnhal! street, Dublin, were blown up by 
land mines on Saturday last at 1.30 p.m. 

It was the weekly half holiday, and the 
workers had left the premises, the only per- 
sone present being Mr. Mahon, his son, and 
another man. They were in the composing 
room, on the top floor of the premises, when 
they heard a shout from the ground floor, and 
on going down were confronted by tliree men, 
who covered them. with revolvers. Two of the 
men had boxes containing mines. The door 
of the works had been closed, but was burst 
in by the raiders. 

When Mr. Mahon and his son came down- 
stairs Mr. Mahon asked the armed men wha 
they intended to do. They answered, “ it is 
all right; we are not going to shoot you; we 
are going to blow up the place.”’ 

Mr. Mahon appealed to the men to give 
him time to get his hat and coat, and they 
agreed, saying that.they would give him two 
minutes. They further told him to etand at 
the door, and as soon as he heard a whistle 
Th, them .to open the door and ‘‘run for his 
life,” 

He obeyed the order, and the men placed 
the mines in. position on the ground floor. A 
whistle was heard, and Mr. Mabon rushed 
out. 

He was followed closely by the armed men. 
They had gone only a few yards when there 
was a terrific explosion, which caused: exten- 
sive damage. 

In the composing room the machinery, type, 
and cases were blown about in fragments. 
Much damage was also done to the binding 
room. A large portion of the left-hand side of 
the building ¢ollapsed, and machinery, furni- 
ture, and other articles were wrecked and 
strewn about. 

A fire broke out, and helped the work of 
the raiders. : 

The damage amounts to several thousand 
pounds. 

It is understood that Mr. Mahon was about 
to print the revived issue of TAe United 
Trizhman, a weekly journal, with which Mr. 
— Griffith was associated in pre*truce 
avs. 

Frve young men took. part. in the raid, two 
of them remaining on guard on the street, 
while the others placed and detonated the 
mines,

PROFESSOR ROENTGEN DEAD. 
BERLIN, Saturday. 

Professor Wilhelm Von Réntgen, the 
celebrated discoverer of X-Rays, has died at 
Munich at the age of 78.— Reuter.) 3 

Wilhelm Konrad Von Réntgen made his 
discovery of the Roentgen Rays in 1895, wien 
he was Director of the Physical Institute at 
Wurzburg University... Like most famous dis 
covéries, his was by the metest acciderit. It 
was while experimenting with a vacuum tube 
that he first observed the power of radiation 
to pass through substances opaque to ordinary 
light,.and to effect photographic plates. notic- 
ing that a piece of metal would cast a dark 
shadow, a piece of wood a light one, and, that 
generally neyo | the opacity of a substance 
to the rays would depend upon its density. 
From this modest beginning grew the power 
which was to be of such wonderful 1 enefit 
to suffering humanity. 

X-Ray treatment is used in many erheres 
af medical work. in treatment of disease ard 
i» research. Complete cures are often fferted 
by it in cases of rodent ulcer, and it has 
power of great value in. the treatment of 
certain forms of skin disease. The Rays play 
sa no lea important réle in surgery, where 
they enable the surgeon to definitely locate 
the seat of the trouble before commencing an 
operation. 

Professor Réntgen was an exceedingly 
modest man, who deprecated his own achieve 
ments and considered himself sufficiently re- 
warded in the benefite his genius conferred 
on humanity. He accepted the Medal of the 
Royal Society, however, in recognition “f his 
gteat scientific achievement, and on his 70th 
birthday the Kaiser decorated him with the 
Iron Cross.

BISHOP OF CLONFERT. 
ACTS. OF INJUSTICE. 
THE APPEAL TO ROME. 


The following passages occur in the Pastoral 
Letter. of the Most Rev. Dr. O'Doherty, 
Bishép of Clonfert :— 

“In this diocese, as you are aware, the 
campaign, of violence was ‘begun before @ 
single shot was fired in Dublin. At first it 
took the odious form of religious persecution, 
Tite houses of: unoffending Protestants were 
bombed and burned and the members of at 
least one family had to fly from their home 
under threat of death. In short, there was 
an attempt to copy the methods of the 
Orangemen of Belfast, and the innocent here 
were to be punished for the sins of the guilty 
there! The seizure of motor vehicles and 
other property then became the order of the 
day, The railway has been damaged several 
times.. Again and again bridges and roads 
have been broken. Cocting has tag@n place 
whenever a fair opportunity prisented itself, 
often by, common thieves who have no poli- 
tical convictions whatever. Four men have 
lost their lives; three of these deaths were 
cases of murder by men who call themselves 
Catholics and patriots. But no matter what 
the motive, the seizure and destruction of pro 
perty to which I have referred are acts of in- 
justice for which restitution must be made, 
The murders cry to Heaven for vengeance, 
and in God's good time the crimes will be 
avenged. — For He is not to be mocked, nor 
His anger stayed by quibbles and equivoca- 
tions. i am well aware that, the vast majority 
of the people of this diocese have no sym- 
pathy with such crimes. And that in itself is 
no little comfort.”’ 

Having referred 
Bishops, Dr. O'Doherty says :—'' I understand 
from the public Press that an appeal has been 
lodged in Rome against these directions and 
the other penalties mentioned in the October 
Pastoral. But I warn al) concerned that 
unless and until Rome decides otherwise these 
penalties remain in full force . I must also re- 
mind you that any grave in:ury to person or 
property is a reserved sin in this díoocese. '

How true 
of Ireland! Who could have thought it 
possible that, even among a section, such a 
spirit could be found as exista to-day?’

SOVEREIGNTY OVER 
SUDAN CLAIMED.

From Over DIPLOMATI0 CORRESPONDENT,. 

Both the causes and the effects of the 
resignation of the Egyptian Cabinet (an- 
nounced in Saturday 's /rish Times) seem a 
little obscure. At the root of the matter is 
the preparation of the new Constitution. The 
draft of the document has been ready for some 
time, and was lately communicated to the 
Resident, Lord Allenby. 

It was then found that two of its clauses 
were a clear contravention of the conditions 
laid down in the British declaration which 
announced the abolition of the Protectorate 
and embodied the promise of independence last 
February. The clauses in question assumed 
absolute Egyptian sovereignty over the Sudan, 
whereas in the British declaration it was ex- 
pressiy provided that the Sudan, with three 
other subjects, must be reserved for future 
negotiation and decision, and that, meantime, 
the status quo regarding them remained 
intact, 

After strong protestations from Tord 
Allenby, who pointed out that if King Fuad 
contravened one provision of the British 
declaration the whole of it might go by the 
board, the King agreed to the amendment of 
the clauses in the sense required. 

It was expected that the matier would have 
ended here, but the resignation of the Cabinet 
followed immediately. Though Tewfik Nissim, 
the Prime Minister, was a King’s man, it 
would be surprising to find him plus 
Royaliste que le Roi and refusing to approve 
what King Fuad had accepted. That, how- 
ever, appears to be the situation, and, in a 
statement issued by the retiring Premier, there 
is a suggestion of protest against Lord 
Allenby’s approach to the King instead of to 
the Cabinet. 

If, as is reported, Adiy Pasha endeavours 
to form a Government and sycceeds, the Con- 
stitution will, no doubt, reach a final form 
.without much difficulty. The question then 
will be whether the Constituent Assembly is 
prepared to adopt it without radical amend- 
ment,

She said that it came as a shock to her 
and to those who knew him, to read in Fri 
day’s papers of the action of Liam Deasy: He 
was a brave man. “ [ for one do not believe 
that it was any funk in the face of death 
that made him act as he did. His faith must 
have been weak. I can explain it in no other 
way. If it was right to do what he did, it 
would have been right to surrender last 
July." 

Liam Deasy himself had said to her—" We 
are not down to the Jast man yet by long 
odds.” (Hear, hear.) He had told them in 
his statement that the army was in a better 
position then than it had ever been in. He 
had told them that they could do to the Free 
State Government exactly what they did to 
‘the English Government. And vet he asked 
them now to surrender after all they had got- 
Never! 

There was the unconditional surrender 
which General Mulcahy said the Government 
“ were very generally going to accept.” What 
more i ii gus give than unconditional sur- 
render? The men that talked about generosity 
needed to go and read the dictionary, 

There were other peace movements. They 
should not listen to them. 

On Friday week there was an interview 
published from Mr. de Valera, stating that 
he would not give up the republic at all, or 
accept the Treaty; and that was his answer. 

‘There was a feeling abroad that if Sinn 
Fein was not dead the sooner it was killed 
the better. It was for them to see whether 


to die. They wanted to look at the matter 
very closely and seriously- Mr. de Valera 
desired that the national organisation of Sinn 
Fein should not be allowed to die.

A convention of Cumann na Saoirse was 
held in Dublin yesterday, Mrs. Wyse Power 
presiding. 

A report supplied officially. states :— 

“Cumann na Saoirse is an independent 
body of Irishwomen, pledged to work for the 
securing and maintaining of Ireland’s right 
ag an autonomous and sovereign State to 
determine freely her form of government. 

“The Secretary, Mrs. Blythe, read a report 
of the work of the organisation since its in- 
ception in March last. The objects for which 
the organisation was founded were to work 
for the return of pro-Treaty candidates at 
the general election, and to demonstrate that 
there was no justification, in fact, for the 
claim made that the great bulk of the women 
of Ireland were opposed to the acceptance of 
the Treaty. Branches were formed in every 
constituency, and undertook the work of dis- 
tributing propaganda, canvassing, working 
of the registers, and collecting for the Treaty 
Fund. After the Collins-de Valera pact was 
formed, the Executive Council decided that 
members were obliged by the constitution of 
the organisation to go on working for the 
return of pro-Treaty candidates, but that they 
were not debarred from working for other 
panel candidates. This decision was acted 
upon by the branches. 

“When the armed revolt against the Go- 
vrenment began in Dublin in June, Cumann 
na Saoirse, accommodating itself to the 
necessities of the new position, devoted its 
energies to assisting the Armye and the Go- 
vernment. During the fighting in Dublin 
and elsewhere throughout the country, 
Cumann na Saoirse acted as a distributing 
agent for Government propaganda, and, by 
the activity of its members even the remotest 
parts of the country were kept informed of 
the true state of affairs. It also looked after 
the comfort of the troops on active service, 
supplying them, where necessary, with meals, 
cooking for them in temporary posts, ar- 
ranging for quarters for them, and doing any 
other work they could to help them. 


LOOKING AFTER THE WOUNDED. 


““ Early in July the Army authorities asked 


| Cumann na Saoirse to undertake the work of 


looking after the comfort of the wounded 
soldiers in hospitals, and this was imme- 
diately organised. Arrangements were made 
that all men in hospital should be visited 
regularly, and a fund was opened to 
supply them with cigarettes, fruit, and 
reading matter and other comforts. The 
Central Comforts Fund, which goes to 
Marlborough Hall, the Curragh Hospital, and 
various barrack hospitals has received—apart 
irom numerous gifts in kind—a sum of over 
£1,100, of which over £800 has beén ex- 
pended. Apart from this, each branch in the 
city and several branches throughout the 
country have funds collected and expended 
locally on wounded soldiers in local hospitals. 
Ceilidhes, dances, whist drives, and other en- 
tertainments are organised from time to time 
to raise money. 

“On the initiative of Cumann na Saoirse, 
recreation and refreshment rooms for the 
troops have been opened in various centres. 
Last week one was opened in Portobello 
Barracks, Dublin, and it is hoped that soon 
mete will be one in every barracks in the 
city: ; 

“ Cumann na Saoirse will continue to exist 
for the duration of the present armed revolt.

GOVERNMENT TO USE 
‘UTMOST FORCE.

Un Saturday, ‘Mr. O'Higgins, Minister for 


Home Affairs, made a statement to representa-" 


tives. of the Press, in the course of which he 
said that it occurred to him that those who 
are in opposition to the Government may be 
in a mood, after their year of hysteria, to 
review the situation and to ask themselves, 
even at this late hour, what it was all 
about, They may well ask, he said. After 
all, it cannot be all about a Republic, be- 
cause no one in his senses expected to get a 
Republic by negotiations. If we were abso- 
lutely determined not to accept less than that, 
we should never have accepted a truce, or 
agreed to negotiate. If we meant to stand for 
a 100 per cent. of our war programme, we 
should. have fought on, demanding uncon. 
ditional. evacuation by the British. If they 
refused that, we should have driven them into 
the sea, or ‘perished to the last man—and 
woman—in the attempt. 

In fact, however, we did agree to a truce, 
and a great many people were mightily re- 
lieved when it came. We did send five pleni- 
potentiaries to negotiate. Moreover, we sent 
those plenipotentiaries after Mr. Lloyd George 
had written to Mr. de Valera: ‘‘ The inclusion 
of Ireland in the British Commonwealth is a 
condition fundamental to the existence of the 
Empire which can in no circumstances be de- 
parted from.” Surely if we were not to relin- 
quish ove jot or tittle of our war programme 
that. was the time for protest. There was no 
such protest, or if there was I must say it 
escaped my attention. The situation was 
well understood by the Cabinet of Dail Eireann 
and by Dail Eireann itself. Mr. de Valera 
had made it perfectly clear by explaining to 
us in private that “it had really boiled down 
to a question of what we were going to sell the 
cow for.”” He apologised for the metaphor, 
saying that it was crude, but expressive. It 
certainly was expressive; no one misunder- 
stood him. The fighting machine which we 
had set up in this country and called a 
“ Republic.”” was excellent—as a fighting 
machine. The outlaw Dail, with its few 
civil departments and its guerilla army, had 
given a very g account of itself. It had 
now become a question of finding out what 
was the best that could be got out of that 
fight, of finding out what terms the British 
were prepared to give conditional on onr re- 
linquishing the fighting machine which we had 
called a ‘5 Republic.”’ 


SALE OF THE COW. 


Now, I do not want to be taken as blaming 
Mr. de Valera for giving up the “ Republic,”’ 
as he did when he spoke to us of “ selling the 
cow,” and more particularly when he drafted 
Document 2 (of which I spoke last weex) as 
his ideal settlement. I think that was a 
necessity of the situation, and the only course 
consistent with his own interpretation of the 
Dail oath. I merely wish to emphasise the 
fact that he did quite definitely abandon the 
“ Republic,"s and consequently has not the 
right to talk about it now, still less to use it 
as an excuse for plundering the Irish people 
and burning their homes. It is true that in 
public Mr. de Valera had not been as ont- 
spoken as he was in private. In public he 
had merely said: ' We are not Republican 
doctrinaires ” and “‘ we do not negotiate to 
save faces.” This was the diplomatic in- 
timation to the British that “ the cow ” was 
for sale. It follows, then, that Mr. de 
Valera’s quarrel with Michael Collins and 
Arthur Griffith was not based on the fact 
that ‘“‘the cow” had been sold. . It was a 
question of the price. Mr. de Valera’s price 
was Document 2, with its oath to “ recognise 
the King of Great Britain as head of the 
associated States ' (Ireland being one of these 
States), and its yearly money vote to the 
King’s personal revenue ir token of that re- 
cognition. 

The plenipotentiaries (I wish to stress the 


| word) were unable to agree that the difference 


between that document (with the supple- 
mentary Cabinet decisions) and the Treaty 
was one for which they would be justified in 
plunging their country back to war against 
overwhelming odds. T have no doubt that in 
the grave moment of decision many senti- 
ments expressed by Mr. de Valera sprang to 
their minds. He had warned the Dail that 
they should not forget the possibility of ‘a 
“* Sherman’s march ” in Ireland, if hostilities 
were resumed in consequence of a breakdown 
in negotiations He had said: *‘ We are not 
Republican doctrinaires’’ and “we do not 
negotiate to save faces, but to save blood- 
shed.” He had interpreted the Dail oath as 
‘merely a pledge to the Irish people to do 
the best for them in any circumstances that 
might arise,” adding “if I thought for one 
moment that it bound me to any particular 
form of settlement I never would have taken 
it.” I have, said Mr. O'Higgins, no doubt 
whatever that Arthur Griffith and Michael 
Collins remembered these and many other 
things when they took pen in hand and signed 
the Treaiy. 
FACING THE FACTS. 


They faced facts. Sometimes it takes more 
courage to face facts than to face machine 
guns, but we live in a world of facts. and 
they must be faced. The plenipotentiaries 
faced the fact that we cou not 
put the British out-of Ireland by mili- 
tary pressure, that we could fight only a 
gueriila defensive warfare. It became then 
a question of securing evacuation on terms by 
negotiatton. The Treaty contained ‘the bast 
terms that. were available. The alternative 
to acceptance was a resumption of war against 
overwhelming odds, with the possibility of a 
““Sherman’s March.” A Coalition Govern- 
ment was in power in England which could 
carry its measures through the House of 
Commcns and—equallv important—through 
the House of Lords. The signs of the times 
pointed to a break-up of the Coalition, and 
a return to party politics. No single-party 
Government, faced with a formidable political 
opposition could carry a measure of settle- 
ment with Ireland as good, or nearly as zood, 
as the Treaty terms. There was flood-tide for 
the Irish nation—the plenipotentiaries took 
it. They signed. They did right in signing. 

_And Mr. de Valera, author of Document 
No. 2, who was “not a Republican doc- 
tripaire,” who merely took the Dail oath 
as “a pledge to.the people to do the best 
he could for them,” who *‘ would never put 
bimeelf in the ridiculous position of an engine 
running away without its train’’—what has 
he done? Under cover of a signed Treaty he 
bas uttempted an undignified scramble back 
on to “the rock of the Republic,” and has 
FOI to savage the people he pledged 
imself “té do the best he could for in any 
circumstances.’ It might be a very serious 
matter if be should. ever decide to do his 


worst. 
FORCE TO THE UTMOST. 


Goaded on by a lot of hysterical young 
women (who really ought to be at their five- 
finger exercises, or helping their mothers with 
the brasses), continued the Minister, Mr. de 
Valera has attempted to loose anarchy in Ire 
land. Unfortunately there is only one way 


of dealing with anarchy, and that is the way | 


of force. If there was another way the 
Government and the Army Council would take 
it, for we are not by nature bloodthirsty. 
But rather than allow this nation’s hopes to 
be shattered, rather than allow the British to 
return with a title deed they never had be- 
fore, we will use force to the utmost, and we 
expect from the people, in whose name and 
on whose behalf we use it, understanding and 
mu, If people are inclined to ask them- 
selves, “ What is it all about?” let them re 
member that it all arose out of a foolish idea 
of Mr. de Valera’s that he was justified in 
“ wading through blood ” and putting a le 
through the hell of civil war for the difference 
between the terms and Document No.

useum, Cambridge; Mr. Edward Alfred 
Chandler, of Whitley, Surrey; and Mr. 
Charles R. Whorwood Adeane, of Babraham, 
Cambridge. 

Directions in his will.for his burial read :— 
“1 wish to be buried with the least possible 
delay, and in the simplest manner, being laid 
in the ground wrapped in my old Eastern 
travelling carpet, and without coffin or casket 
of any ‘kind, at a spot in Newbuildings Wood 
known to my eexcutors, without religious or 
other ceremony, or intervention of strangers, 
but by the men employed on my Newbuildings 
estate.“ 

A sum of £10 was left to each man chosen 
for this burial ceremony, and Mr. Blunt re- 

uested that his nurse, Elizabeth Lawrence, 
should accompany him to, and arrange him 
in his grave.

DUBLIN PRESBYTERY. 


TRAINING OF NATIONAL 
SCHOOL TEACHERS. 

This Court met in the  Presby- 
terian Church House, Dublin. Dr. George 
Thompson, lately Convener| of the Foreign 
Missions, was unanimously tominated for the 
Moderatorshiv of the General Assembly, and 
the Rev. W. R. Young (Galway) for the 
Moderatorship of the Synod of Dublin. The 
Rev. R. K. Lyle (Enniscorthy) was appointed 
Moderator of the Dublin Presbytery. 

The Presbytery, after a full discussion of 
the re-organisation of the Dublin City Mission, 
appointed the Rev. F. C. Gibson as Con- 
venor of the Mission in place of the Rev. 
Robert Parke, and suggested to the Mission 
Board that, owing to the conditions prevail- 
ing in the City of Dublin, no change should 
be made for a year at least. 

The resignation of Mr. Hugh McNeill as 
agent of the Sustentation Fund owing to his 
change of residence was reluctantly accepted, 
and the Presbytery conveyed to him their 
high appreciation of the services he had 
rendered during many years. 

Dr. Osborne reported that, following the 
political changes, the necessity had arisen for 
some provision for the training of Presbyterian 
national school teachers in Dublin, and that 
satisfactory arrangements had been made for 
such training in Kildare Place Training Col-

“The Presbytery instructed the Convener to 
press on Presbyterian managers of national 
schools in the twenty-six counties the need for 
getting additional monitors and teachers in 
training, the Convener to supply information 
as to procedure, fees, and future salaries in 
this now very attractive profession.

RED BOX, 


A LUXOR “GEM.” 


KING’S TRIUMPHAL 
CHARIOT,

LUXOR, Sunday. 
To-day the work of removal has been re- 
sumed at the tomb in the presence of a small 
number of ‘spectators. The removals included 
a magnificent chariot, quite the best of the 
lot, decorated with sheet gold and inlaid in 
much detail with various stones and coloured 


glass. , 

On the front part of the body were car- 
touches of the King, while on the inside, with 
other ornamental devices, were portraits of 
vassals, with the names of their conquered 
countries. 

The chariot, which was evidently the King’s 
triumphai chariot, was in excellent condition, 
the workmanship is of the finest, and the 
gold and stones glistened in the sunshine as 
it emerged from the tomb and was carried 
uphill. With the chariot was a pole on which 
remained hanging the leopard’s skin, which 
once covered the fidor of the body of the 
chariot. 

Finally came a tray covered with a sheet 
bearing two wheels. 

Owing to the delicate nature of the beauti- 
ful ornamentation of these wheels it was con- 
sidered “advisable to cover them completely. 
The wheels belong to the fourth chariot, the 
body of which is completely broken. It wiil 
have to be removed in parts, and will require 
the most delicate handling owing to its fragile 
condition. This broken chariot, per of the 
harness, the lion ceremonial couch, and+two 
statues of the King are all that now remain 
out of 167 principal objects found in the 
ante-chamber. 

In the case of the red box, the commence- 
ment of the clearance of which was reported 
a few days ago, ail that could be seen when 
it was opened was a large robe of woven 
tapestry fabric, on which was sewn a magnifi- 
cent gold scarab buckle, the details of which 
were given in the despatch of February 2. 

This robe has now n removed, and has 
already disclosed several! things of the greatest 
interest. Among the articles taken out are 
a number of beautiful faience libation vases 
in imitation lapis lazuli, and bearing the 
King’s cartouche in yellow. An unique article 
of alabaster has also been found. 

It is Greek in form, and is nothing less than 
a wine strainer—the first of its kind ever 
found in relation to the dynastic period. 

But the gem of the articles so far disclosed 
is a large corselet in elaborate mesh of faience 
pennants, with gold clasps, ties, and ornamen- 
tation, inlaid in glass in imitation of sem- 
precious stones. That corselets of this de- 
scription existed was well known, as they 
figure among the mural decorations in the 
tombs of the kings and the chapels of nobles. 

But never before has the actual article itself 
been found, nor was its intricate detail or 
superb: workmanship ever realised until the 
present specimen came to light.

ing, having been torn off by the metal 
sobbers.

OBITUARY. 


MR. FANE VERNON. 


We regret to announce the death on Satur- 
dav at his residence, 1 Wilton place, Dublin, 
of Mr. Fane Vernon. Mr. Fane Vernon had 
suffered recently from influenza, and the im- 
mediate cause of his death was heart failure. 
He was aged 75 years. 

Mr. John Fane Vernon was the eldest son 
of the late Mr. John Edward Vernon, J.P. 
and D.L., of Erne Hill, Co. Cavan, his mother 
being a daughter of the Right Rev, John 
Leslie, D.D., Bishop of Kilmore. Mr. 
Vernon was educated at Marlborough and at 
Christ College, Cambridge, where he 

raduated in 1872. He was called to the 
rish Bar at King's Inns, Dublin, two years 
after, but never practised the profession of 
the law. having received the valuable bh 
ment of agent to the Earl of Pembroke's 
Dublin property, which is one of the largest 
estates in Ireland. 

Mr. Vernon was a J.P. and D.L. of County 
Cavan, of which he was High Sheriff in 1690. 
He also held the Commission of the Peace 
for the County Dublin. He was a director 
of the Bank of Ireland for many years, and 
was Governor in 1920, and for a time was 
chairman of the directors of the Creat 
Northern Railway Company. He was also a 
director of the Dundalk, Newry, and Green- 
ore Railway Company, and was ong 
Joint Committee of the City of Dulin Junc- 
tion Railways. Mr. Fane Vernon was a cousin 
of Colonel Vernon, of Clontarf Castle, and 
claimed descent from William Vernon, of 
Vernon Castle, in Normandy, who came to 
England with William I., and was created a 
Baron. The title oí Vernon became extinct 
in 1725. 

Mr. Fane Vernon was a member of both the 
Kildare street and the Sackville street Clubs, 
and took a very active interest in the Irish 
Landowners’ Convention. He was a man 
much esteemed and respected in Dublin by all 
elasses. He married a daughter of the Rev. 
Henry Joy Tomb, Canon of Christ Church 
Cathedral. In politics he was a 
porter of the ist cause and of 
terests of the landlord class.

The Exchequer account of Northern Ireland 
for the ten months period ending óist 
January shows a balance in the “Exchequer 
of £101,927. The total revenue and xeceipts 
amount to £14,671,628. 

This includes £921,812 of transferred tax 
revenue, consisting of £404,150 estate duties, 
£225,100 stamp duties, £135,860 Excuse, 
£156,712 motor vehicle duties. 

The reserved tax revenus amounts to 
£7,721,366, of which £4,954,012 is from 
Customs and Excise, £2,155,985 from Injand 
Revenue, £601,850 from Post Office, and 
£11,521 is unclassified, 

The largest items of the non-tax revenue 1% 
a British grant-in-aid (towards cost of Special 
Constabulary) of £2,500,000, and a Britmh 
grant-in-aid (criminal injuries) of £750,000; 
while there is a British grant-in-aid (.eheí 
schemes). of £54,659. 

Land purchase annuities amount to 
£608,892, Church Temporalities £359,000,. ad- 
vances for public buildings £45,000, Under 
the heading other receipts there are tem- 
porary borrowings £1,457,500, Ulster Sawing 
Certificates £588,000, loans repayments ¢o!
